: uring December and January it was evident that the Turks w i 
reinforced, the bulk of their troops being near Hit, and as their stpbigeth bere | 
their patrols were pushed downstream as faras Uqbah and Nafata. | accord- 
ingly issaed orders to Major-General Sir H. T. Brooking, K.C.B., K.C.MG@, 
commanding the troops on the Euphrates front, to capture Hit and its 
garrison as soon as his arrangements were completed and the state of the 
ground permitted. My opinion was that there would be no difficulty in 
capturing the town and driving the Turks out of their positions, but that the 
capture of the Turkish force would be a matter of extreme difficulty in 
cousequence of their previous experience at Ramadi. ’ ‘ 

On 19th February troops were pushed forward to Uqbah which was 
found evacuated and it was ascertained that the Turkish main position was 
two miles above Hit behind a depression known as Broad Wadi, while 
about two-thirds of his troops were 15 miles farther upstream at Salahiya. 
I did not wish to commit our troops to serious fighting unless I saw a 

. chance of delivering a severe blow against the enemy, and accordingly touch 
was ordered to be maintained by constant patrolling and reconnaissances 
while forward communications were improved and supplies pushed up. 

On March 8th it was discovered that the Turks had vacated their Broad 
Wadi position and were falling back on Salahiya. The troops were accord- 
ingly pushed forward and the Royal Flying Corps which co-operated by 
bombing and machine gun fire caused many casualties and much confusion 
amongst the retreating columns of the enemy and their transport. . Hit was 
occupied on the 9th and Salahiya on the 10th, the Turks retreating to Khan 
Baghdadi. . . ; 

I then issued orders to drive the enemy as far as possible from Hit and 
to thflict all possible damage on him. To assist in this object additional 
mobile troops including a cavalry brigade and light armoured motors were 
ordered to Hit with instructions to move by night and conceal themselves 
by day or the enemy might think that no further advance by my troops 
was intendéd-; in many other ways, efforts, apparently successful, were made 
to deceive the Turks as to our intentions. 

On the 26th the plan of operations was to make an attack in strength 
against’ the enemy’s. left. and to send the cavalry and armoured motor cars 
round his right flank. Preparations for this attack were nearing completion 
when it became evident that the enemy had already commenced to withdraw 
from their forward positions but intended to make a stand north-west of 
Khan Baghdadi, Arrangements for assaulting this position were accordingly 
made and under cover of an effective barrage it was carried out at 5-380 P.M. 
with slight loss. 3 

Meantime the cavalry after a long and difficult march gained the Aleppo 
road where it crosses the Wadi Hauran shortly after 5 P.M. and cat off the 
enemy’s retreat by road’und river. About 11-30 P.M, the Turks launched a 
heavy attack in the hope of breaking through the centre of the cavalry but 
were completely repuised and lost 1,000 prisoners. io 

~ By 5-30 A.M. next morning the infantry columns arrived and completed 
_the defeat capturing a large number of prisoners, supplies and munitions of 
all kinds. An energetic pursuit by the cavalry and by a mobile column in 
motor cars was then carried out. Haditha was captured without serious 
esistance, the enemy hav no time to destroy his ammunition dumps at 
t place and in the eventing Khan Feheme was reached. On the 28th Ana 
is capt. d another large dump of ammunition was found in it. The 
is contir ied for 73 miles along the Aleppo road, many 

en, the Turks in most cases thei andi Pegg y, bein 
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the commandant of ig 2 regimental sonitiaeslh 213 officers ‘and. 5022 
other ranks, inclusive of Germans. ‘Twelve guns, 4 amaohine: gas and great 
quantities of rifles, ammunition and store$ were also captured, The amount 
of ammunition found at Ana, being too large to be brought away, was 
blown up and on 30th March the troops WEDS BENS ONY. wahdens niin the 
Buphrates to previously arranged positions. 

The complete suecess of this operation I attribute to ‘the “masterly way 
in which the force was handled by Major-General Sir H. 'T. Brooking and 
his very complete preparatory arrangements. . 

The endurance of the troops and their determination to get at the enemy 
was worthy of all praise, whilst the tactical ability of their commanders. was 
ofa very high order. The magnificent work done by the llth Cavalry 
Brigade under Brigadier-General R. A, Cassels as well as by the light 
armoured motor batteries, both in cutting off the enemy's line of retreat as 
well as in the pursuit to and beyond Ana, was a notable feat. Best of all, 
our casualties were very slight. 

7. With the advent of the New Year the weather which had been un- 
expectedly good in December became consistently wet. Continuous opera- 
tions on any large scale were rendered out of the question. and the greatest 
strain was thrown on the lines of communication and supply formations. 

On the north-east front a small column was sent at the beginning of 
January as faras Pai Tak at the foot of the Tak-i-Girra pass. It met with 
no opposition and on its return occupied Kasr-i-Shirin. ‘Towards the end of 
the month the state of famine to which the Turks had reduced northern 
Persia made it incumbent on me to endeavour to open the main trade route 
via Kirmanshah in order to get supplies to the poor inhabitants of the towns 
and villages and provide them with an ouflet for their home manufactures. . 
With this object.in view I increased the garrison of Kasr-i-Shirin and 
pushed small posts towards Kirmanshah. A large amount of tribal Jabour 
was also re in improving the road which was in a lamentable state 
of disrepair e continuance of wet weather up to the present date 
coupled with snow on the high ground east of the Tak-i-Girra pass has 
rendered the maintenance of troops along the road a matter of extreme 


8. In addition to the operations on the Diala, ligris, and Euphrates and 
the activities towards Kirmanshah to which I have referred, numerous 
minor operations have been carried out on all fronts, These consisted 
generally of reconnaissances by cavalry and light armoured motor cars ‘and 
by bombing raids by the Royal Flying Corps. At the end of March man- 
oeuvres under war conditions were carried out on a large scale near Tekrit 
but the Turks in that area withdrew northwards before the aaggvel of our 
troops. ~ 

9. In the time of my predecessor the Civil Commissioner, Sir Percy 
Cox, had strongly urged that the whole of the Euphrates line from Feludja 
to Nasiriyah should be brought under military and civil control, but at that 
time circumstances did not permit of any extension of our military respon- 
sibilities. By the middle of December 1917, however, the military position 
had completely changed owing to the magnificent successes gained by 
General Allenby in Palestine. I therefore considered that the time was 
ripe to establish a firm control of the line of the Kuphrate» and that

After this incident matters sei 4 to be going on 
satisfactorily when on 21st March’to my great regret the political officer in 
Nedjef, Ca W. M. Marshall, was murdered. No reason was given for 
the act as the deceased officer was universally liked, 1 immediately ordered 
a blockade of the town until all those implicated in the murder were given 
and surrounded it by a cordon of military posts joined by barbed wire, 
While lL am ponents to go to extreme measures if necessary, in order to 
' exact reparation for so foul a deed, ' feel confident that by blockade methods 
J shall cause all the delinquents to be surrendered. When these have been 
removed the further punishment of the town will be a matter for subsequent 
consideration. : 

Meantime the development of the Hilla area has proceeded apace. Many 
hundred tons of seed grain have been planted and to assist in bringing the 
harvest into Baghdad a branch line down to Hilla is being made which is 
expected to be open for traffic by the middle of May. Ihave every confi- 
dence that this scheme will prove beneficial and enable this force to be 
dependent largely on local produce. 

10. The riyerain tribes of the Euphrates had long been independent 
and though the capture of Feludja and Ramadi had produced a very marked 
effect upon them and checked any serious attempt of hostile action, never- 
theless certain minor punitive operations had been necessitated. These took 
the form of despatching small columns of all arms assisted by river gunboats 
by means of which the towers of recalcitrant chiefs were demolished and the 
tribe in question punished. Five such expeditions were sent. out from 
Nasiriyah between November and February and were uniformly successful 
Though of a minor nature, nevertheless they taxed the powers of endurance 
of the troops employed. 


ll. A portion of this force is maintained along the Karun river 
presen to protect the oilfields near Tembi, but also to maintain order in 
Ahwaz, Shushtar and Dizfal. In this work the troops have been markedly 
successful. A disturbance occurred at Shushtar on November 2nd during 
which the British Consulate was threatened, but it was quickly and easily 
suppressed, thanks to the energetic action of the officers in responsible 
positions and by the rapidity with which the troops employed performed a 
long and difficult march to the scene of action. 

12. The maintenance of the line of communication defences along both 
the Tigris and Euphrates has been carried out with marked efficiency. 
Though the work has at times been arduous and often more monotonous 
than that of troops employed in forward areas, the inability of enemy agents 
to cau the slightest damage or delay on the lines of communication 
redound# te*the vigilance and credit of all concerned. 

On the Tigris the only trouble caused has been due to losses by theft 
from trains and boats specially between Kurnah and Amarah. This district 
is inhabited by marsh Arabs who in their native swamps are afforded 
complete immunity against attack by land, as they retreat rapidly into their 
boats leaving nothing of value behind. : 

The tribes between Basrah and Nasiriyah have been absolutely quiet 
and have made no hostile movement. 

~I have nothing but praise for the patrols, railway guards and escorts 
whose work has brought out qualities of self-reliance and devotion to duty, 

The defences at Fao have been consolidated and improved, and the 
examination service of ships entering the Shatt-ei-Arab has been effective. 
During the six months wnder review 581 vessels other than British and 8,466 
native craft have been examined. ;

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and communications, were either driven off or brought down. Many 
reprisals were also carried out on the enemy aerodromes and camps both by 
day and night. During all operations the Royal Flying Corps: have  co- 
operated with other arms, cavalry, artillery and infantry, in the closest and 
most effectual’ way, whilst the pursuit of the retreating enemy columns has 
been harassed by our machines in the boldest manner both by bombing and 
machine gun fire. . 

14. The extension of the lines of communication to the north-east and 
north-west coupled with the opening up of the lower Kuphrates has thrown 
an ever-increasing responsibility on Major-General Sir George MacMann, 
K.C.B., C.8.L, D.8.0., Inspector-General of Communications, and I concur whole- 
heartedly in the opinion of his ability which was held by my distinguished 
predecessor. 

One of the principal features of the lines of communications has been the 
rapid development of the port of Basrah by the completion of the dockyard 
and of the first set of wharves earlier planned, as well as the continuance of 
the arrangements for improving the working of ocean shipping. A large 
island at Magill has been raised by dredging to take ocean ships on one side 
and to load river steamers on the other. The auxiliary annexe of Nahr Umr 
has also given very great assistance with little outlay of material. All this 
work reflects great credit on the construction branch of the Port Administra- 
tion and Conservancy. 

The period covered by this despatch contains the worst months of low 
water when every day was a constant »nxiety with regard to river naviga- 
tion, and the river was kept open only by the most unremitting care of the 
buoying establishment. The river-borne tonnage has steadily improved, and 
the organisation of the Inland Water Transport has shown a very high state 
of efficiency : 

Considerable progress has also been shown in the development of the rail- 
ways in all sections of the lines of communication, and in the improvements 


| of the river ports of Amarah and Kut-el-Amarah. 


15. The high standard of efficiency displayed by all ranks of the Medical 
Service has been most gratifying to me, and reflects great credit on Surgeon- 
General A. P. Blenkinsop, C.B., C.M.G., my Director of Medical Services. The 
health of the troops has shown marked improvement as compared with the 
corresponding months of 1946-17. The sanitary organization and administra- 
tion bas steadily progressed and the standard of comfort and efficiency of the 
hospitals is most satisfactory. 

The nursing sisters have as always devoted themselves with untiring 
care and zeal to the welfare of the sick and wounded. Through the genero- 
sity und. kindness of Her Excellency Lady Willingdon clubs and _ con- 
valescent homes for these devoted ladies are being established at suitable 
centres. 

lalso wish to take this opportunity of recording my gratitude and that 
of all ranks under my command for the valuable help afforded by the Red 
Cross Society which has resulted in the increased comfort of the troops. 

16. I was lucky to receive a visit, early in March, from Lieutenant- 
General Sir BE. Altham, K.c.B, C.M.G., Quartermaster-General in India, and 
Sir Thomas Holland, K.c.1.4., Head of the Munitions Board, who were thus 
able to see for themselves the wants of the country and the results of the 
efforts made by India to supply our needs. 

The work thrown on the administrative services and departments, most 
of which is primarily due to the long line of communications, has been 
consistently heavy. In spite of distances traversed over a roadless country 
and of interruptions by floods supplies to the fighting troops have been 
maintained with the utmost precision. In transport a salient feature has 
been the welcome arrival of extra mechanical transport companies which 
increased the radius of action of the troops in the large areas over which 
cn had to operate. The maintenance of these companies reflects great . 
credit on the mechanical transport branch of the Army Bervice Corps. 

Similarly, the mule columns and animal-drawn transport have shown a 
high standard of efficiency. In this connection I would specially mention 
the assistance rendered by the corps raised by Indian Princes, viz., Jaipur, 
Bharatpur, Gwalior aud bal aes an ant Sepia a ahd i seeps es 6A Bt lag 

The Ordnance Services have been conducted and developed er fi ¥ 
and efficiency with a view to making the force as self-supporting as possible — 
and to the consequent saving of sea transport. To this end boot-repairing 
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shops, disinfecting and repair stations and other. workshops hav: 
established of extended, pirat 
The dutiés of the Works Department in providing protection f 
communications to Baghdad and Baghdad itself agile Goodh have abot ed 
long and arduous and show good progress. It is not perbaps realised that in 
this undeveloped country the only local produce are mud bricks, reeds for 
making mats, lime and bitumen in small quantities, and gravel in isolated 
localities. Eyery other requirement from a constructional point of view 
has to be imported, The supply of good drinking water has been well main- 
tained. Automatic suction chlorination is now in general use and mechani- 
eal filtration plants have been or are being erected at all important posts. 


The conduct and administration of the Remount Department is most 
satisfactory and I consider that the remount depot and attached farm at 
Baghdad are models of their kind. 

Owing to the increased area over which this force operates, lo the 
amount of animal diseases existing in the territories conquered and to the 
consequent danger of the animals of the force becoming infected it has been 
found necessary to inerease the veterinary administrative staff and to form 
extra paper, A hospitals. The results are most gratifying and reflect great 
credit on this Department. 

The Irrigation Department, as sach, has been recently constituted though 
irrigation work was carried out previously, chiefly on the Euphrates. The 
work done can only be described us extraordinary and I look forward toa 
great development in this direction next year. The excellent results already 
achieved ure due to the untiring zeal and energy of all ranks in a country 
where until recently there was no military control. 


Yhe period has been one of constant construction work and of steadily 
increasing demands on the Railway Department. Floods have caused 
several interruptions, but the service of trains has been maintained with 
great success in face of difficulties inherent to lines rapidly constructed in a 
new country where all material has had to be brought from overseas. 

The Department of Local Resources has in addition to its former duties 
taken over the control of grass farms, the feeding of a civil population, and 
the arrangements for the collection and transportation of the coming harvest. 
Tanneries, and a poultry farm primarily to supply hospitals, are being formed. 
The blockade system has been carefully regulated and ample evidence is 
available of severe shortage of supplies among the Turkish troops resulting 
in increased desertions and loss of moral. The department has been con- 
ducted with considerable ability. 


Agricdlture has made great progress and my especial thanks are due to 
Mr. C. C. Garbett, 1.¢.s., first revenue officer for the initiative displayed und 
the valuable work done by him in this connection. The latest estimate for 
the coming harvest is most gratifying. I hope by the institution of a 
properly constituted Department of Agriculture and by its co-ordination with 
the Irrigation Department that a very large increase will be shown next year 
in the agricultural development of this country. 


The Postal Services have had to compete with the eyer increasing wants 
of this Force and the Department has worked satisfactorily. 


17. The chaplains of all denominations have continued to devote them- 
selves to the spiritual welfare of the troops and have carried out their duties 
to my entire satisfaction. I am indebted also to the Church Army for the 
provision of tents for social and religions purposes which have not only 
aflorded opportunities for recreation to the troops but have assisted the 
chaplains in their work. 


‘The activities of the Young Men’s Christian Association have extended 
Gonsiderably during the last six months. There ure now a total of 70 centres 
und the system of soldiers’ clubs has been initiated throughout the country ; 
I greatly appreciate the excellent work of this society in undertaking the 


management of these recreational centres which tend so largely to the well- 
being of the troops.

18. The Directorate of Signals and Telegraphs has had to deal with 
ever increasing communications, and to improve those already existing in 
connection with the extension of the area ig ieee and. of the railway 
system, and with the development of the country. In addition the telephone 
system have been enlarged andfextended, and the work done by the wireless 
squadrons has been of a high order. The efficiency of this directorate has 
been well maintained. ! d 


The work performed by the Surveys has assumed very large proportions, 
but my demands have always been met in the most satisfactory manner, and 
the Map Compilation Section has been of the greatest assistance. 


19. In the work of the civil and political branch of this force I have 
been most ably advised by the Civil Commissioner; Sir Percy Cox, G.C.LE., 
K.CS.1., to whom I am greatly indebted. The military developments on both 
flanks have involved a corresponding extension of our political responsibili- 
ties. The functions of the civil administration consist in the extension of 
political control, the exercise of influence on agricultural shaikhs and tribes, 
the levy of revenue in kind,and not least the work connected with Central 
Arabian politics and the local Arab tribes. 


The administration of the Basrah Vilayet continues to ran smoothly on 
what are practically peace lines and satisfactory progress is noticeable in all 
branches. 


20. The Royal Navy has ever been anxious to give me every assistance 
when called upon, and I am grateful to-Rear-Admiral D. St, A. Wake, C.B., 
C.L.B., and the officers and ratings under his command for their ready co- 
operation. : ; 


21. Lastly; I desire to record my most sincere thanks to my staff and 
_ technical advisers'who have so ably and loyally carried out my wishes. 


Major-General W. Gillman, C.B, C.M.G.. D.8.0.. my Chief of the General 
Staff, has rendered me most loyal and invaluable assistance, whilst during his 
absence on an important mission his place was ably filled by Brigadier- 
General T. Fraser, C.B., CM.G., to whose capable work I owe much both 
during that period and on previous occasions. 


Major-General the Hon’ble A. R. M. Stuart-Wortley, c.B.,° D.s.0., my 
Deputy Quarter-master-General, has had an ever increasing load of work and 
responsibilities placed on his shoulders owing to the various new directorates 
which have come into being within the past six months, but his energy and 
ability have overcome all initial difficulties. 


Major-General F. F. Ready, C.B., ©M.G., D.S8.0., my Deputy Adjutant- 
General, bas been a tower of strength to me and I owe much to his pains- 
_ taking work and sound advice. 


The entire absence of friction or discord which has characterized the 
work of all branches of the staff has been a source of great gratification to

RESOLUTION—By the Government of India, Department of Revenue 
and Agriculture (Agriculture). 


THE Government of India have decided to discontinue further purchases 
of wheat for export overseas other than (1) wheat whiclt is absolutely 
necessary on military and Government account and (2) supplies to Meso- 
potamia; and they have under consideration the question of reducing these 
commitments. The Government of India further propose to exercise closer 
control over the export of all-other kinds of food grains. These decisions, 
which have been taken in order to conserve for use in the deficit provinces 
in India such supplies of wheat and other foodstuffs as are not immediately 
required for local consumption in those provinces which have a surplus, are 
now to be supplemented by further measures designed to secure the most 
effective distribution to deficit provinces of the supplies of wheat, rice and 
subsequently of other foodstuffs, which are not required for local consump- 
tion in the surplus provinces. For this purpose the Government of India 
propose to set up a single cxecutive authority, working directly under them, 
to he designated the Foodstuffs Commissioner, When the Government of 
India hive, after consultation with the various Provincial Governments, 
decided what quantities of foodstuffs are available for transfer from time to 
time from surplus to deficit provinces, and the maximum prices at which 
such foodstuffs should be purchased, the Foodstuffs Commissioner will 
arrange, through the agoney of selected commercial firms, for the purchase 
of the foodstuffs im question in their despatch to the destinations and con- 
signees indicated by the Directors of Civil Supplies in the deficit provinces. 

2. Initially the operations of the Foodstuffs Commissioner will be 
directed to the question of supplies of wheat and rice, in respect of which 
there are already in full working order the two ugencies represented by the 
Wheat Commissioner, whose headquarters are in Karachi, and the Rice 
Commissioner in Burma. These two agencies will continue to work, 
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generally speaking, on their present lines as regards parchases of wheat and 
rice, and will, in addition, exercise such other functions as may be allotted to” 
them by the Foodstuffs Commissioner to whom they will in future be subor- 
dinate. . ; SI Raf 

3. It will be a primary condition ‘of supplies to dealers in deficit 
provinces that they should be licensed by the Director of Civil Supplies, or 
other local authority, and that the grant and continuance of sach licenses 
shall be conditional on the holder selling -within such prices as the Local 
Government may fix, with due regard to the prices previously fixed for 
purchases by the Foodstuffs Commissioner., It will also be within the 
discretion of Local Governments, if they think this necessary, to arrange for 
the opening of Government and municipal depédts or shops for the sale of 
foodstuffs at fixed prices Sa ee : aft, 

4. Under this scheme it is contemplated that licenses for the export of 
wheat and rice,and subsequently of other foodstuffs shall not be granted by 
the Director of Civil Supplies of any surplus province save in respect of pur- 
chases made through the Foodstuffs Commissioners ; nor shall the Director of 
Civil Supplies in any deficit province issue licenses for import in respect of 
articles under the control of the Foodstuffs Commissioner toa larger aggregate 
amount than the total quantity of such articles allotted by the Government 
of India for import into such province. 

5. The essence of this scheme is inter-provincial allotment, the fixing 
and control of the quantities to be supplied by surplus to deficit provinces, 
the control within each province of arrangements for distribation and sale 
and the appointment of a Foodstuffs Commissioner asx ap essential link 
between Local Governments and the Government of India and as the 
authority to arrange for the purchase and despatch of foodstuffs from one 
province to another. 

6. The Foodstutts Commissioner will enter on his functions at the 
beginning of November, and the Governor-General in Council has selected 
for this post Mr. M. M. S. Gubbay, C.8.L, C.LE., by reason of his financial 
experience and ability, and his snecessful management of the somewhat 
analogous Wheat Scheme of 1915-16. Pending the assumption of his duties 
by Mr. Gubbay, steps are being taken to give such immediate effect as is 
possible to-the scheme formulated in this Resolution. : 

ORDERED that a copy of this Resolution be communicated to all Local 
Governments and Administrations ; to the Agent to the Governor-General in 
Central India ; to the several Deparments of the Government of India; to the 
Wheat Commissioner for India; to the Rice Commissioner in Burma ; to the 
Secretary to the Central Transport and Foodstuffs Board; to the Secretary to 
the Communications Board; to the Pablicity Board; to the Controller of 
Traffic; and toMr. M. M. 8. Gubbay, ©.8.L, €.1 B., LCs.

Now therefore We do hereby declare that the rules and ordinances 
heretofore in force for the government of the said Decoration shall be 
eteegeet Senne and annulled, and We are pleased to make® ordain and: 
establish the following rules and ordinances in substitution for the same, 
which shall from henceforth be inviolably observed and kept :— 

Firstly: The Decoration shall be styled and designated “'T} 
Cross,” and shall be divided into two pices. rg sca = 4 

The first class shall consist of a Cross enamelled red, edged with gold 
having on the arms thereof the words Faith, Hope, Charity, with the nate 
of the institution of the Decoration, the centre having thereon in relief the 
Royal and Imperial Effigy, On the reverse thereof the Royal and Imperial 
Cipher and Crown shall be shown in relief on the centre. 

The Second Class shall consist of a Cross which shall be of the same 
- form and size as in the First Class, but shall be of frosted silver and shall 
have superimposed thereon a Maltese Cross enamelled red not exceeding 
half its dimensions, the centre having thereon in relief the Royal and 
Imperial rig The reverse shall have inscribed on the arms thereof the 
words Faith, Hope, Charity and the date of the institution of the original 
Decoration, and shall bear in the centre in relief the Royal and Imperial 
Cipher and Crown. 


Secondly: The Cross.in either Class shall be attached to a dark biue 
pee edged red of one inch in width, tied in a bow and worn on the left 
shoulder. 


Thirdly: The Decoration may be worn by the Queen Regent, the 
Queen Consort, or the Queen Dowager of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland; and it shall be competent for Us, Our Heirs and 
Successors to confer the Decoration upon any of the Princesses of the Royal 
Family of Great Britain and Ireland; also upon the Queens or Princesses of 
Foreign Countries who may have specially exerted themselves in providing 
for the nursing of the sick and wounded of Foreign Armies and Navies. 


_ Fourthly: It shall be competent for Us, Our Heirs and Successors, to 
confer either Class of this Decoration upon any members of the Nursing 
Services without restriction as to rank, or upon other persons engaged in 
nursing duties whether subjects or foreign persons, who may be recom- 
mended to Our notice by Our Secretary of State for War or by the First 
Lord of the Admiralty, as the case may be, for special devotion and 
competency which they may have displayed in their nursing duties with 
Our Army in the Field, or in Our Naval and Military Hospitals. 


Fifthly ; The number of awards in the First Class of the Decoration shall 
not exceed two per cent. of the total establishment of Nurses, and the 
number of awards in the Second Class of the Decoration shall not exceed 
five per cent. of the total establishment of Nurses, the allotments to be 
proportionate to the numbers of each Nursing Service provided nevertheless 
that it shall be competent for Us, Our Heirs and Successors to make such 
additions as, under exceptional circumstances, We may deem fitting. 


Sixthly: Recipients of the Second Class of the Decoration shall be 
eligible for advancement to the First Class as vacancies may arise. 


Seventhly: Recipients of the First Class of the Decoration shall be 
designated Members of the Royal Red Cross, and shall be entitled to the 
letters R.R.O. following their names. Recipients of the Second Class of the 
Decoration shall be designated Associates of the Royal Red Cross, and shall 
be entitled to the letters A.R.R.C. following their names. 

ighthly : Itshall be competent for Us, Our Heirs and Successors, to con- 

fer either Class of the Deéoration upon any ladies, whether subjects or foreign 
rsons, who may be recommended to Our notice by our Secretary of State 
fot War as having voluntarily undertaken the duties of establishing, conduct- 
ing or assisting in hospitals for the treatment of sick awd wounded soldiers 
“and sailors of Our Army and Navy, or of Our Indian Military Forces or of the 
Naval and Military Forces of Our Self-governing Dominions beyond the 
Seas, or as having performed valuable services with the Red Cross or kindred 
societies at or abroad, or as having otherwise rendered eminent services 
in the care of sick and wounded soldiers and sailors of Our Army and Navy:
